AVIATION IN 
HONGKONG. 
NEW COMPANY TO BE 

REGISTERED. . , 


SEAPLANE SERVICE. BETWEEN 
HONGEONG AND SHANGHAL 


Commercial aviation in this 
part of the world is naw within 
the realm of practical politics. A 
company will shortly be regis- 
tered in Hongkong with a 
capital of gold “$600,000 to 
establish a service for carrying 
passengers and’ mails between 
Uanton and Shanghai ria Hong- 
kong, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow 
and Ningpo. 

" Tt is proposed that there shal] 
be two express lines with their 
terminiatShanghai. One service 
willbe from Canton to Shanghai, 
and the other from Manila to 
Shanghai, crossing the Ballintang 
Channel, passing Formosa and 
joining the first line at Foochow. 

The name of the new serial 
company is -The .Far East 
Aerial Transport Company Ltd. 
Itis hoped that the service may 
start at the endof February. The 
machines and™ the. necessary 
roaterials, it is expected, will 
arrive in’ Hongkong at the end of 
this month. :: : 

Initially, there will be eight 
seaplanes—five double engines; 
two single engifes and one other 
speedy machine. Besides these 
there will be fourteen other ma- 
chines in commission, The sea- 
planes will allbe ofthe Curtiss type: 

The Company éxpects a profit 
of 80 per cent. per annum. A 
lot of support has been promised 
it by Hongkong and Shanghai 
firms: THe Hongkong Govern- 
ment, it’ is hoped, will also 
patronise the’ ‘service. The 
Cninese Government has, we are 
told, no objection to the establish- 
ment of such an aerial service. 

The Managing Agents of the 
Company will b? Messrs. Ricou 
and Co. Monsieur Ricou has 
been associated with some of the 
most successful’ enterprises in 
Macao and elsewhere. He jis an 


expert aviator and bas succeeded | 


in collecting anband of English 
and French aviators for his Com- 
pany. . . 

The scope of the Company will 
be enlarged later on to embrace 
a’ service to Bangkok, Gambodia, 
Indo-China, finishing up at Can- 
ton, whilst a line of travel into 
the interior of China from Canton 
to Shanghai is elso under con- 
sideration.

Tt. will be recalled thation the 
night of the 14th inst, Mr. (Morri- 
son, who was tite third engineer 
of the Kweichow, and was: on 
transfer to the Hupeh at the time 
‘of his death, was found: lying: 
with a crushed head at Connanght 
Road West, near Whittey ‘Street, 
and his death was attributed to a 
motor-car accident. . 

In his evidence, Dr. Heury 
Parkes, Medical Officer in charge 
of the Victoria Mortuary, stated 
that on the 15th instant, at the 
Mortuary, he held a post-mortem 
laxamination on the body of & 
male European indentified by 
Mr. F..W. James as that of 
Mr." Morrison. The cause of 
death was fracture of © the 
skull. The injuries were con- 
fined to the skull and must“have 
resulted from a powerfulforce, 
whether of a  motor-car. he 
was unable to form an 
opinion. The man’s: health 
was not of the best, and 
there was evidence of kidney and 
heart diseases. Witness would 
not like to say it was likely that 
heart attacks were the cause, of 
death, neither could he say that 
this was not possible. He sent 
the stomach to the Government 
Analyst to see if there were 
traces of alcohol in it. 

Mr. E.R. Dovey, Asssistant 
Analyst, said that he examined 
the stomach but foundsit-can- 
tained very few traces of alcohol 
—half a dram, to be precise. 

Mr. F. W. James, Superintend- 
ent Engineer, Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire, deposed that the last 
time he saw deceased alive was 
on the afternoon of 12th inst. at 
his office. The deceased was then 
third engineer of the Kweichow, 
‘and was due for transference to 
the Hupeh. He was perfectly 
sober atthe time. Afterthatday 
witness did not see him again 
until the afternoon ofythe 15th; 
when witness indentified bis dead 
body in the Mortuary. - 

Mr. H. R. Jassep, until lately 
Third Engineer of the Kweichow, 
said that on the 12th inst. the de- 
ceased was ‘in an intoxicated 
coniition on beard the ship and 
gave some trouble, -with the con- 
sequence that the Captain order- 
ed bim to leave the ship. Two 
days later, at 8 p.m. on the night 
of the occurrence witness saw the 
deceased in the bar-room of the 
Hongkong ~ Hotel, - and © this 
wes the last time, that 
witness raw the deceased alive. 

Mr. T. Baylis, Superintendent 
of the Sailors’ Homs, gave 
evidence to-the effect that-the 
deceased came to the. Institution 
on the 13th. inst. and engaged a 
room. He seemed to have been 
in ahurry; and afterleaving all his 
luggage at the house, he left and 
witness did not’sse him. again 
after that date. 

Sergeant Clark, attached to No, 
7 Police Station, saidth&t at 10.30 
p.m. on the night in question, he 
received a méssage,/ aud, acting 
on its instructions, he went down 
to Connaught Read West, and 


.|found the deceased lying in the 


centre of the roadway with, his 
face downwards, and ‘turning 
towards the - ‘west. He 
seemed to have “been knocked 
down by a motor.car. ‘“Witnéss

< And-for this there can be heartfelt thankfulness and very justified 
rejoicing. : on 
News was received yesterday of the very strong efforts that are 
being made.to get the Peace Treaty completely ratified before 
Christmas—certainly before the New-Year. It has been a tediots 
and at times a trying task to evolve a satisfactory settlement of all 
. the questions that the armistice left over for decision. At times it 
seemed'as though a fregh eruption of the struggle .would have 
broken out; as though a unanimity between the Allies themselves 
- would have been impossible of attainment; and as though the dis- 
cussions would have been endless. Thanks, mainly, to the close co- 
operative efforts of France and Britain, there is now in very near 
sight a-general agreement. Germany, at one time almost defiant 
still and at others evasive and sullen, has seen that it is in her own

Major General Ventris © at 
yesterday's Council meeting, 
tightly said that the men who 
have returned from the Front 
will not require recruit training.

It has to be 
remembered that many of the 
returned men have held com-

1919, from 
which date the present year’s ac- 
counts commence, The difference 
in the Fanling figures is, of course, 
also accounted for by the payment 
of some $5,000 for the new nine 
holes of the Relief course.

The question of balls has been 
a difficult one owing to the lack of 
proper material in the manufac- 
turies during the latter months of 
the war. The Club had a-large 
stock of balls in March last which 
would have carried us on over 
Christmas under ordinary circum- 
stances, but the covers were found 
to split and crack at once on using, 
and, on reference to the suppliers, 
we avere informed that it had been 
impossible to procure the usual 
materials. These balls were ob- 
viously of no use to us, and so it 
was- decided to return them, and 
Messrs. Challengers and Spaldings 
have promised to replace their re- 
spective’ makes, but we are still 
corresponding with the St. Mungo 
Manufacturing Company, the 
makers of the Colonels, &c., who 
we hope, will treat us in the same 
considerate way as tke first-men- 
tioned firms.

It is absolutely necessary, gen- 
tlemen, for the safe custody of our

geant Kerr with the able assist- 
ance of his capable wife. 

QUESTION OF REBUILDING. 

- It must be remembered that we 
have at present an outstanding de- 
benture issue of $66,000, in addi- 
tion to an overdraft with our 
Bankers of $42,000, and bright as 
the prospects of this Club andoubt- 
ably are, I am convinced that it 
would be most unwise ‘to saddle 
the Club with a further heavy debt 
by ‘rebuilding the Club-house at 
present, We all realise that our 
Club-house is by, no means ideal 
and-leaves a great deal to be de- 
sired as regards space and suitable 
accommodation, both up and down 
stairs, but I think we.can cerry on 
as we are and be fairly comfor- 
table for a few years longer, and 
Jeave the question of rebuilding 
over until some future date when 


the Club's liabilities have been re-] 


duced. The question.is one for 
the incoming Committees to deal 
with, but, unless members are will-' 
ing to subscribe and present the 
Club with a new building, I per- 
sonally do not see how anythin 
can be done {nm the-meantime. _
